Emerson said, “Every great and commanding movement in the annals of the world is the 
triumph of enthusiasm. Nothing great was ever achieved without it.” 


President Hinckley’s father, Bryant S. Hinckley, said of enthusiasm, “It has in it the 
qualities of fervor, warmth, and persuasion. Opposition strengthens it. It flourishes in 
adversity and inspires to deeds of heroism and renown. In fact it is the inspiration for all great 
things.” 


If the first impression we make is to radiate the light of the gospel in our faces and in our 
actions as requested by Elder Ballard, we must be imbued with enthusiasm, i.e. “God in us.” 


I believe that enthusiasm to share the gospel grows with obedience, hard work, gospel 
study and fervent prayer. May we bring the happiness and joy of the gospel to all we meet 
through our great enthusiasm and excitement for the work.

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“Two roads diverged in a yellow wood, and I took the one less traveled 
by.” This line of poetry by Robert Frost has evoked great feelings in my heart, 
and has inspired me on countless occasions when faced with making decisions. 
The Lord also spoke of two roads diverged in a Telestial forest (Matthew 7:13- 
14). There are many that travel the lower road, the multiple lane freeway lined 

with neon signs advertising freedom and a perpetual happy hour, directing one 
and all to the “Great and Spacious Building” (1 Nephi 8:26-27; 11:34-36). Yet, 
here we are the “Great and Noble Ones” (Abraham 3:22-25), who’ve risen 
above the average ways of the world, and have chosen the “road less traveled 
by”. We all understand that this path is not easy for it leads us right across the 
everlasting gulf of misery (Helaman 3:29). Yet it is our challenge, when 
surrounded by the secular smog (1 Nephi 8:23), to grab hold of the iron rod 
(1 Nephi 8:19) which leads us to the Tree of Life (1 Nephi 8:10-12). 

Nephi is taught by an angel of the Lord what this tree represents, and then 
tells that this is what is “most joyous to the soul” (1 Nephi 11:21-23). It is also 
our prerogative to be able to receive this great joy, but which takes great effort. 

In a world that mocks at discipline and holds up fake individuality, we 
understand that a disciple is born of discipline. Hence we are told that to obey 
is better than to sacrifice (1 Samuel 15:22). Thus even Christ first had to be 
obedient before being the Sacrificial Lamb (Hebrews 5:8-9). As a result we 
come to learn on our journey of discipleship that freedom is purchased with the 
price of obedience. 

Furthermore, while journeying on this lesser known road we 
cannot be weighed down by things that will canker (Mormon 8:38). Thus 
“taking up the cross first requires denying ourselves the lusts and appetites of 
the flesh.” (Whom the Lord Loveth, the Journey of Discipleship, Neal A. 
Maxwell, pg. 29). It is also important that we do not have second thoughts of 
things we leave behind, in fear of becoming as a pillar of salt (Genesis 19:26). 
Thus sacrifice is the second requirement. (See also JST Matthew 16:26) 

We are told by those that scoff at us that God rules over us with a rod of 
iron (Revelations 2:27). Yet these are they who are puffed up individualists 
that turn their heads when offered the rod of iron, which is the “word of 
God” (1 Nephi 15:23-24). Let us remember that it is this 
rod of iron that guides us to the Tree of Life. May you
